“For eonvenience we presen* licte- ^ 
wit^ before proceeding to extendetl 
arpument in support of th-t commit- 
l€?e’s resolution the followinif sani- 
mary. 

**l*pon the faets stated, the major- 
ity of the c«immittee assert that the ! 
claimant oupht not to be permitted | 
to Ske a seat in the house of repre- \ 
sentatives. and that the seat to which 
be was elected oug’ht to be declared 
vacant. 

“The minority, on the other hand. ; 
assert that he oupht to l>e sworn in 
in order that if happily two-thirds 
vote therefore he may be expelWl. 

“Three distinct frrounds of disquali- 
fication are asserted apainst IIol>erts: 

“First — "Ry reason of his violation 
of the Edmunds law. 

“♦^eeond — liy reason of his notori- 
ous and defiant violation of the laws : 
of ^he land, of the decisions of the 
supreme court and of the proclama- 
tions of the president, holding him- 
self above the law and not amenable 
to it. 

“^o irovernment could possibly ex- 
ist Tn the fa-e of such practices. He • 
is in ojH*n war against the laws and ' 
institutions of the country, whose] 
congress he seeks to enter. Such an i 
idea is intolerable. It is upon the j 
principle nanert<-d on tViis ground that i 
All cases of exclusion have been basctl. 

“I'hree — fiis election as representa- 
tive is an e^Iicit and offensive viola- 
tion of tbg understanding by Which 
was'adihitted as a state. 

“The objection is made to the re- 
fusal to mlniit Roberts that the oon- 
stitution cxeli'.des the idea that any 
obj; - tion can be made to his eqming 
in if he is 25 ^-ears of age. has been 
Hcven years a citiren of the Uuiteil 
Stat<^>8. and was an inhabitant of Utah 
when elector!, no matter how odious 
or treasonabie or criminal may have 
been his life and practices. To this 
we reply: 

“First — That the language of the 
constitutional provision, the history 
of its framinc in the constitutional 
convention, and its context clearly 
show that it can not be construed to 
prevent discfualitication for crime. 

“Second- -That the overwhelming 
authority of text book writers on the 
constitution is to the effect that such 
ttistjualifi-sailon may be im})osed by 
the hon»--e. and no commentator on 
the constitution specifically denies it. 

**The con.rts of aeveral of the states, 
in ^ co ns truing uuuh i goue provisions 
have, with practical unanimity, de- 
rlaix-d against shcIv narrotv construc- 
tion of tech eoustitutlonal proiisions. 

“Fourth — The hoiwr of representa- 
tives has never denied that it had the 
right to ex-dutle a member-elect even 
when he had the three constitutional 
provisions. 

“Hfth — In many instances it has 
distinctly asserteil its right so to do 
in f-ases of dit^lojiilty and crime. 

“Sixth— It pBS!«e<i, in 1862, the test 
oath act. which imposed ^a real and 
rulistantial difw,uaiification for mem- 
bership in congress, disqualifying 
hundre<lR. of thousiihds of Americtin 
cr. i/ens. This law 'remained in force 
for I'ears, and thousands of mem- 
ucrs of congress were compelled tc 
take the oath if re<juire<l. 

“Seventh— The house, in 1869, adopt- 
ed a general rule of order, providing 
that .AO person sliquld be sworn in ax 
a ni«%Bl>er against whom fhe-chje<^^<w 
waa«*ede that he was not entitle<l to 
take the tert oath, and if upon in- 
TtSiigation such fact appeared, he was 
to lie permanentlj* del»arred from en- 
trance. 

“Eighth— The interesting proposi- 
tion is made tliat the claimant be 
sw^m in and then turned out. Upon 
the theory that the purpose is 
maBently part company with Mr. Ob- 
elus this is a dubious proceedings Such ] 
Bction requires the vote of two-thirds 
of the members.’*

The State Department Will Xot Re-

Washington. Jan. 21, — The depart- j 
ment of state will not take up, at 
f)resent, the suggesrtion that negotia- 
tions be resumed with Denmark for 
the acquisition of the Danish West 
Indies. Talk about negotiations is 
said to be premature, warranted only 
i>y the fact that certain business men i 
ir A'ew York regard as desirable that 
Denmark be again approached on the 
subject. 

No opportimity will be afforded to 
pnrhndy who aspires to carry on ne- 
gotiations f<'r the pur|K)se of enjoy- 
ing a commission from the sale. 

It is felt quite xafe to leave the is- 
lands- in l)enmark^« hands, as no for- 
eign power would undertake to secure ‘ 
them without the approval ol the 
United .‘States. It is known that the , 
islands are a burden to Denmark, but 
it is also felt that congress would not 
jnst yet sanction the purchase of 
them.

Borrs Driven From Their Position^ 
By the Heavy Fire of the Enx- 
li«h Batteries— Itord Rulmrta , 
Advancius. 

London, Jan. 22. — The war offlec re«- 
ceived three different dispatches from 
(ien. Duller, all dated at Spearman's 
camp.. The first one was sent at 0:55 
a. 111 .,* and said: 

“In order to relieve the /ressure on 
Gen. Warren and to ascertain the 
strength of the enemy in the position 
in front of Potgieters drift, Gen. Lj't- 
t let on made a reconnuisance in force 
yestertlay. This kept the enemy in 
their trenches in full force all day. 
Dur CHsualtres — 3d battalion Kings 
lioyal Rifles, two killed, 12 wounded, 
two missing.” 

The second dispatch was dated at 
10 a. m., and was as follows: 

“The following were wounded in the 
action near Venterr Spruit yesterdat': 
“Ofh<-ers — Staff, Col. B. Hamilton 
and Maj. C. McGregor; Second Lan- 
cashire Fusi leers, Capt. R. *B. 
Blunt and Second Lieut s. M. O. 
Crofton and E. ,1. M. Barrett; First 
Border Rifles, Capt. C. D. Vaughan 
ami Second Lieut. Murier; First York 
and Liinsachires, Second Lieut. Keir- 
rey; Second Dublin Fusileers, Capt. C. 
A. Hensley* (since dead), and Maj. F. 
English: Second Gordons, Second 

Lieut. P. D. Stewart, and 279 noii- 
comniissioned officers and men.” 

The third and last oue was sent at 
9 p. XU., and said: 

“Gen. Warren has been engaged all 
day, chiefly on his left, which he has 
swung forward about a couple of 
miles. The ground is very difficult, 
and as the fighting is all the time up- 
hill. it is difficult to saj' exactly how 
•much we have gained, but I think we 
are making substantial progress."’ 
Durban .Jan. 22. — The Natal Adevr- 
tiser has the following from Spear- 
man's Camp, dated Saturday': 

“Gen. Warren’s column attacked a 
lengthy Boer positiim on the northern 
ridge of Spion. A heavy bombtird- 
roent a field battery, preceded the 
advance. The Boers eventually replied 
with two guns, several machine gams 
and rifles. The British responded sim- 
ilarlj', and long range firing became 
general, lasting until dark. 

“Gen. Hildyard drew the Boers from 
a splendid position simultaneously- by 
; a demonstration on their frontal posi- 
tion, drawing a leeble fire from their 
Nordenfeldt's and rifles. The British 
naval guns and howitzers shelled the 
trenches with excellent effect, and 
many Boers were observed bolting. 
The British artillery completely si- 
‘ lenced the Boer fire, and at night iall 
the British infantry occupied an* ex- 
. cellent advanced position.” 

London. ,lan. 22. — A third supple- 
mentary list of the British casualties 
in the attack upon Ladysmith on ,Ian- 
narj' 6, was pu bished by the v.-ar of- 
fice. It shows 28 non-commissioned 
ofticers and men killed and five seri- 
ously wounded. This brings the to- 
tal of casualties in that engagement 
to 466.

PRO-BOER MEETING. 

A Large Maas Meeting at the Andl- 

torinm in Washington Adopts 
a Series of Resolntioss. 

Washington, .Tan. 22.-^The Grand 
opera hou.se, the largest auditorium 
-in Washington, was packed 'to the 
doors with an enthusiastic audience* 
'which vigorously expre.ssqd ita sym- 
pathy with the Boers in their fight 
With Breat Britain. The demonstra- 
tion was planned as a means of evi- 
dencing ph!)lic sentiment and in num- 
bers and enthusiasm was fully up to 
expectations. The speakers included 
members of Ixith branches of con- 
gress and on the stage were other 
public men who came merely to add 
thejr moral support. The keynote ol 
the speeches was that the Boers were 
fighting for their independence as our 
forefathers had done in 1776. Xlie 
gathering assembled umler the au- 
spices of the Unite<i Irish societies, 
and a number of leading Germans ol 
the city- .joined in the movement. 

Congressman Siilzer presided and 
after his s|)eech introduced Senatot 
Mason, of Illinois, who delivered the 
principal sjieech. Other speakers were 
Congressman Bailey, of Texas; Sena- 
tor Allen, of Nebraska; Congressmen 
Clark, of Missouri; De Armond, ol 
Missouri; Cochran, of Missouri; Rhea, 
of Kentucky; Lentz, of Ohio, and Mr. 
Van Sicklen, of New York. 

A number of letters and telegrams 
were received, including one from 
Senator Hale, of Maine, expressing re- 
gret at inability to be present and en- 
tire sympathy' with the movement. 

The following resolutions were 
adopt €*d: 

“Whereas. The American people 
still cherish the lessons and memories 
of 1776 and therefore fully understand 
and realize the rapacious war which 
Great Britain is waging against a 
small but patriotic people, whose mis- 
fortune is the possession of natural 
wealth coveted by- British gret*d. 

“Wherea.s, In the prosecution of this 
robber warfare Great Britain has 
lieen balked as y’et of her ty-rannous 
designs, and has therefore resorteil to 
unlawful and barbarous >var tactics, 
as is her wont, to wit: 

“1. The arming and mobiliziug of 
savages. 

“2. The distribution of dum dum 
bullets to her soldiery, coupled w-itli 
the lioast that the British govern- 
ment possesses 100,000,000 such mis- 
siles. 

“3. The illegal .seizure of merchan- 
dise en route from the neutral ports 
of the United States to friendly Por- 
tuguese markets. 

“Whereas, The president of the 
UniU*(l States has not taken proper 
notice of these outrages, making it 
necessary for the people at large tc 
e.xpress their will through public as- 
semblages and .serious warnings; 

“Therefore. The citizens of the 
American capitol, in muss meeting as- 
senilml. have 

‘•Resolved. That the people of the 
Oransre Free State and the South Af- 
ricr*n Republic, are and of right ought 
to l>e free and indejiendent, and their 
civilization is recognized to be equal 
in morality to that of any oth- 
er people, the false witness of 
the British press to the con- 
trary- notwithstanding. Therefore 
' The precipitation upon them of 
I savage foes in alliance with trained 
I soldiery threatens the rejietition t.if 
the horrors of Wyoming, For5 Dear- 
born, and other places, bitterly reniera- 
bereil by the American people as ruth- 
less instances of British perfidy- and 
dishonor. The attention of the pres- 
ident of the United States is respect- 
fully- directed to this feature which is 
notorious matter of common repute 
thonghout the world. 

“Re.solved. That this meeting in 
concert with the American people 
: throughout the land sends its sympa- 
I thy and good will and heartfelt en- 
: couragement to the Boers and reminds 
I them that as we triumphed against 
; the same foe, so may they-. 

“Resolved, That we beseech and stren- 
uously urge the president of the Unit- 
j ed States to exercise the prerogative 
i vested in him by the peace comer,- 
I tion lately arranged by the powers 
of the civilized world. We beg him 
I to offer his good offices as a medintoi 
I between the Boers and the British 
i for *he deliverance of these unfortmi- 
; ate Engli.shinen and their fan-,jlies.

“Resolved, Thai we .sblenmly- jirotesi 
against the shipment of munitJons of 
war front this country- for the use of 
Great Britain.”

The ^'Celeatinl Teleacope” and UJs 
Snrprlainfcly Optimiatic Man- 
ner und Mabita. 

The ordinarv' housekeeper, who would 
consider 25 cents a pound an excessive 
price to pay for tish, may be more than 
contented by the knowledge that some 
kinds of fish are sold here wiiich would 
bring hundreiis of dollars if valued bj’ 
the pound. 

One of these fish is now shown in an 
uptown aquariiim store. It i.s called the 
“Celestial Tele.scojie," and though less 
than four inches long is j)rieed at $12, 
without accessorie.'*'. A four-inch fish 
weighs a trifle less than an ounce, .-'.t 
$12 an ounce, then, these fish would 
be worth $102 u ]K>und, which i.s jirob- 
ablj- the highest ])rice charged for any 
kind of fisli in Xew York. 

"The celestial telescope” is a fancy 
varietv' of goldfish, and gets its name 
from its enormous goggle ev'es. which 
are .set nearh' or quite on the top of its 
head. It exemplifies perfecflv', in fact, 
Edward Everett Hale's advice to “look 
up anil not doivn." Most fish whose 
eyes are thus situated, the angler or the 
flotinder, f<tr eximiplci are inclined to 
hug the bottom closely, and thus avoid 
the possibilitv' of ativ' um#i'n danger 
from below; tliis -one, however, has 
never outgrown the free-sw iraniing hab- 
its of its ancestor, the common goldfish, 
i and generallv- keeps near the surface 
! of the water. In this position it can 
! see practicallv' nothing except floating 
I objects, and it often misses the most 
j tempting morsels if thej' hapjieu to be 
floating below It. 

Besides its extraordinarv' eyes, the 
fish possesses most of the other peculi- 
arities sought after bj- the fish fanciers. 
In fact, it is the most "fancy” fish pro- 
duced, and is intended to differ as much 
as possible from the natural goldfish. 
It has an enormous double "fan-tail,” 
so fine and daint}' as to lie almost use- 
less for swimniiug purposes; an e?ctra. 
large size of scales, and a color varie*f 
bv' irregular patches of black, no.-.e of 
which features are natural attributes 
of a goldfish. — X. Y. Post.
